the suburbs of Caloutta, .He went to India, 
accompained by two other sarane, at tho in- 
stance of the German Government, for the 
purpose of studying cholera in whatis geno- 
rally rogarded aa its originnl home. . Ho at- 
tended the cholera hospitals, and found s 
species of bacillus always present in the 
lower. intestines of pationts who had died of 
the disease, just. as he had previously found 
it in cholera victima ia Egypt... Itso hap- 
pened that an outbreak of cholem occurred 
whilst Professor Koch and his companions 
were studying it, in the neighbourhuod of 1 
tank ot Ballinghota, in tho suburbs of Cal- 
cutts, With.an instinctivo insight into the 
probable sauso of the epidemic, hoaubmitted 
the water of .the tank to .miscroscopic 
oxamination, and found that it teemed with 
the bacillus of cholera, “Further, it was dis- 
covered that as the -bacilli in the water do- 
creased in number the disease, decroased in 
the vicinity of thetank, ‘Professor Koch has 
attempted to communicate the disuse by

Next in rank in the Lord:Chamberlain'a 
department are Mistress of the-robea,, with 
asalary of five hundred pounds; a clork, 
& massonger, and a furrier as assist-ants); 
and ight ladics of the bed-chamber. 
Tho duties of tho latter consist in waiting on 
‘Her ‘Majesty for a fortnight at atime in 


upon thres times a year for thisduty. Fol- 
lowing thix in. rank are the eight Maids of 
Honour who ropresont a very old institution 
in connection with reyalty, In 1025, short- 
ly after his mettiage with Henrictla of 
France, Oharlos¥: issued the following rules, 
for tho guidanto of the maids :—' The 
Queen's Maids of Honour aro to como into 
the Presonee Chamber before cleven of tho 
clock, and to go to prayers; and after 
prayers to attend until the Queen be eet at 
dinner. “Again at two o'clock, to return 
into tha said Chamber and there remain 
until supper-time. Arid when they shall be 
retired into their chamber, they admit of 
no ian to come there; and that they go not 
at any time out of the court without leave. 
asked of the Lord Ohamberlain or Her Ma~ 
jesty ; and that-tho mothor.ofthe Maids see 
afl these ordors conccrning tho maids duly 
observed, as she will answer to the contra- 
ty.’ Now-n-days, the Queon’s Maids of 
Honour do not have aueh restrictions placed 
‘on their liberty,’ and meroly tale their turn, 
two at a time for one month,.-to attend on 
Her Majesty, After those in rank, stand 
the eight bedehamber women, who servo'ia 
rotation in the same manner, and are only 
expectad to figure on state occasions. Hen- 
ristta,, Duchess of Suffolk, in ono of her 
lottera, gives on interesting account of the 
duties of theao ‘women’ in hor time. ‘Tho 
bedchamber women came into waiting before 
the Queen’s prayers which was before she 
was dressed. ~~ The Queen often shifted iu a 
morning. If Her Majesty shifted ‘at non, 
the bedchamber Indy’ bei ae the bed- 
chamber woman gave it to the lady without 
any. ceremony, and the lady put it on. | 
Sometimes, likewise, tho bedchamber 
woman gave the fan to the lady in 
the same manner, and this was all that 
the bedchamber lady did about the Queen 
when-she was drossing, When the Queen 
washed hey hands, the pago of tho 
back etaira brought snd set down on the 
side table the basin and ewer. Then tho 
bedchamber women set it bafore the Queon, 
and knelt on the other side of the table over 
against the Queen’ the bedchamber Indy 
only looking on. The bedchamber. women 
poured the water out of the ewar upon the 
Quean'’s hands, Tho bodchamber women 
pulled on the Queen’s gloves when she could 
notdoitherself, The page of the back-stairs 
was called in to put on the Queen’s shoes, 
etc,” All this is now obsolete. The situa. 
tins. are quite honorary so far as work is 
concorned, Tho salaries of tho Maids of 
Honour snd the bedehamber women aro 
three huydied pounds per annum.each, 
Next “came the Lord in’ Wuiting, the 

grooms in waiting, tho gentlemen ushers 
of the ptivy-chamber, and daily "waiters. 
Grooms of the privy-chamber, quarterly 
waiters, grooms of the great chamber—with 
salaries amounting in tha aggregate to eleven 
thousand one huhdzed aud - ninety-three 
pounds per annum—and thirty-two gentle.
